PART OF BLAME FOR 
H. C. L. ON WORKMEN 


MONTREAL, Quebec1.. June 5.—- 


John Donlin, President of the Build 
ing trades department, of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, threw a 
bombshell into the ranks of labor 
today when he declared that, 
the 


workers are shirking Their respon- 
sibility and that underproduction 
is as much responsible as profiteer- 
ing Cor the hardships suffered by 
the public. 


The wage earner Is just, as re- 


sponsible for the high cost, of living 
as any other agency." 
said 
Mr. 


Donlin in his annual report. "If 
every worker doing physical labor 
would insisr that production orfita! 
pre-war times there would soon lie. 
a reduction in the price of commod- 
ities. The higher wages go and the 
more production falls off the more 
the worker is going to be hurt."
